REQUEST FOR TELEPHONIC INTERVIEW 

Dear Sir: 

Applicants' representative requests a telephonic interview in connection 
with the above application. In the telephone interview, Applicant wishes to address the 
interpretation and application of a Dhuler et al. reference used to reject clams 1-5 and 16 
of the present application. 

In response to Applicants' Amendment After Final mailed October 31, 
2002, an Advisory Action issued November 13, 2002- 
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It is noted this Advisory Action carried a typographical error that the 
period to reply expired one month from the date of mailing of the final rejection. 
Therefore, the date to respond to this action with a one-month extension of time is 
January 4, 2003. 

In the "Note" section of the Advisory Action, the new issue of "conductor 
material" and a change in dependency of claim 16 were stated as requiring further 
consideration, and therefore the Amendment was not entered. 

In a telephone conversation on December 6, 2002, Applicants 7 
representative noted the issue related to "conductor material" was simply to address § 112 
issues raised by the Examiner and to provide a uniform use of language within the claims. 

Applicants therefore have requested an interview to discuss these matters. 

Applicants also noted that, while they do not believe the changes require 
undue additional search and consideration and would like to discuss this issue, the request 
for interview is primarily to discuss the cited Dhuler et al. reference and its applicability. 

To assist in this review, Applicants have provided the attached proposed 
Second Amendment After Final for review. In this proposed Second Amendment After 
Final, Applicants have cancelled claim 16, which the Examiner raised issues related to the 
dependency change. 

In view of this further amendment, this proposed submission narrows the 
issues presented for discussion. Applicants request the Examiner contact Ap^^ants' 
representative below for the setting up of a telephonic interview.
